W A SH IN G T O N .— A 
con troversial report on 
h o w to stop the wild climb of food prices is 
bein g prepai'ed for the Gillette committee by 
its h a r d -w o rkin g staff, head ed by trust-buster 
P aul Had lick. In its presen t un d iluted form, the 
re port has this to say about the n ation ’s chief 
food commod ities: 
M E A T — The Un ited States is on the \'erge of 
a serious beef crisis which can be averted on ly 
by m arke tin g live stock at heavier weights, 
stoppin g the slaughter of veal calves, sellin g 
m ore frozen beef, an d importin g from Latin 
America. 
T he cold fact is th at beef prod uction has n ot 
kep t pace with risin g population an d public 
p urc h asin g -p o w er to buy steaks. Packers an d 
butchers are also caterin g to fin icky tastes, thus 
losin g million s of poun d s of beef poten tial. Beef 
is bein g m arke ted at from 9 00-1,000 poun d s to 
get choice cuts. In stead of 1,500-1,800 poun d s. 
P uttin g m ore fi*ozen 
cuts 
on 
the m arket, 
which packers are reluctan t to d o, wmuld level 
off prices. As it is, prices fluctuate like 
a roller­ 
coaster, becaUvSC the supply d rops w hen the big 
cattle run s are over. Latin America, particularly 
IMexico, could supply plen ty of beef if agree­ 
m en ts can be worked out on h o of-an d -m outh 
d isease. 
The Gillette committee suggests that in d i­ 
vid ual farm ers raise sheep to case both the wool 
an d lam b shortage. T here are less sheep in the 
U.S. tod ay than at an y time sin ce the Civil War. 
Lookin g ahead to the d ay w hen m eat m ay 
be ration ed , the report recom m en d s th at pork 
ration poin ts be flexible. In the sprin g of 19 43, 
the pig crop reached an all-time high of 74,000,- 
000 head . It d ropped w ay back the n ex t y ear, 
because pork ration poin ts w ere n ot lowered an d 
sales lagged behin d the supply . 
Bread and Milk 
B RE A D —T he D e partm en t of Justice should 
crack d owm on price-fixin g by big bakers. Also, 
a roll-back of bread prices is urged . Com mittee 
stud ies reveal the cost of a loaf of bread on 
the grocer’s shelf has jum p ed to as high as 25 
cen ts in A lbuquerque, N.M., d e.spite the fact that 
the cost of in gred ien ts has d ropped . Lard , for 
example, d ropped in price from 26 to 11-^2 
cen ts a poun d . The b a ke r ’s m argin on a loaf of 
bread has risen from 6.2 cen ts in 19 39 to 6.5 
cen ts at the height of the w a r an d 10.5 cen ts 
tod ay .

A n ­ 
other practice which raises prices is ad d in g on e 
cen t a qua rt for milk with vitamin s ad d ed . T he 
actual cost of puttin g in the vitamin s is a six­ 
teen th of a cen t. 
C hairm an Gillette is behin d the d rive to set 
up a n ew over-all price watchd og committee, 
which can exert the sam.e kin d of scow l-an d - 
b ark pressure again st high prices that Leon 
Hen d erson exercised in early OPA d ay s. Gillette 
w a n ts the n ew committee cut loose from the 
agriculture 
committee 
which 
frequen tly 
re ­ 
strain ed his in vestigators in the 81st Con gress. 
Republica ns G et the J obs 
Sen . Paul Douglas, the Lin coln esque D e m o­ 
crat from Illin ois, compai'es the curren t R e p ub ­ 
lican y earn in g for more power in fixin g foreign 
policy with Presid en t Lin coln ’s problem d urin g 
the Civil War. 
“Lin coln was just as an xious to get Demo­ 
cratic support for a bipartisan policy as Presi­ 
d en t T r um a n is tod ay ,’’ Sen ator Douglas e x ­ 
plain s.

Scien tists n ow kn ow w ha t causes in fan tile 
paralvsis: a group of viru.ses. They d id n ’t kn ow 
that too m a n y y ears ago. T hey n ow kn ow how 
to grow the virus in test tubes— a truly im por­ 
tan t step in the search for a vaccin e, d rug or 
serum to con trol the d isease. T h a t was achieved 
on ly two y ears ago. Scien tists have al.so red uced 
trem en d ously the high fatality rate in b ulbar 
polio, most serious form of the d isease. This 
alon e is a n otable blessin g. 
Yes, we've had a rough polio j^ear. A lot of 
kid s an d g ro w n -up s came d own with in fan tile 
paraly sis But we can take hea rt in the kn o w l­ 
ed ge th at research is ad van cin g. Somed ay , y ou 
can bet y our last d ollar th at superimposed over 
the word “ polio’’ will be the word “con quered .”
